In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as in an axial piston 
machine with universal joints and no compression ratio control mechanism. In the instant case, 
invention II has separate utility such as in an axial piston machine with universal joints and no 
rotation prevention mechanism. In the instant case, invention III has separate utility such as in a 
axial piston machine with no rotation prevention mechanism and no compression ratio control 
mechanism.
